the knowledge of these principles.” Now, 
notwithstanding the manner of applying the 
dung which I recommend—that of spread- 
ing itover the surface, and there permitting 
it to remain, before it be ploughed in, 
twelve months or more—is directly opposite 
to that recowmended by Sir Ul. Davy, it 
will be found more completely accordant 
with the principles of Me. Kirwan; for, by 
leaving dung openly spread on the surface, it 
is evident that the influence of the air, the 
heat of the sun, and light, will be the least 
controlled or obstracted, and consequently, 
the decomposion will be more rapid, regu- 
lar, and conformable to the wants of the 
plants. Under such circumstances more 
carbonic acid may be generated, but as 
this elusti¢e flaid is heavier than the atmos- 
pheric air, it will full on and penetrate the 
open surfice of the soil and thus accord in 
effect with the expertments, cited by Mr. 
Kirwan, of Dr Priestly and ML Ruckett.— 
And as to any loss arising by the evolution 
of any other gases, they are less likely to 
occur from dung in this situation than when 
buried, for carburretted hydrogen gas is 
formed in the greatest quantity during the 
putrefactive process of fermentation, and 
when the substances are immersed in or 
glatted with water, and excluded from the 
air and light; and in this state they most 
generally are when buried; and this gas, 





possessing an opposite quality to the carbon- 

ie acid gaa, in being much lighter than the 
atmospheric air, willas it is formed, operate 
ina reverse manner to the carbonic acid, 
for it will, immediate ly on being liberated, 
penetrate the surface of the soil, mountr ip- 
idly into the atmosphere, and pass off with 
the wind and be thus lost. And, further, 
itis well known that animal and vegetable 
substances, decomposed by the cold putre- 
factive fermentation ander the ¢ rth, or at 
the bottom of stagnant ponds, are inert and 
inefficient, at least until they are made to 
undergo some other chemical change, by 
calcination, oxidation, &c. and this is evin- 
ced by peats, bogs, &c., and we may like- 
wise instance the effect of the aceumalated 
animal substances, decomposed under the 
earth in burial grounds, which never exhibit 
any comparatively extraordinary luxuriance 
of vegetation, And, asa practical demon- 
stration that dung, when laid on or near the 
surface, and Tepe itedly turned over and ex- 
posed to the action of the atmosphere, is not 
very rapidly or very effectually exhausted, 
I shall state a course of operations which 
were carried on, in a field of about six acres 
within my immediate observation, 

The soil of this field was a fine friable 
loam, and ofa black color, but the sur- 
rounding land, although of the same texture, 
was of a foxy brown; this difference in’ the 
color, no doubt, was occasioned by the dif- 
ference in cultivation and manuring: the sur- 
rounding lands had been treated in a cuare- 
less, slovenly manner, as a common farm, 
whilst the field in question had been eultiva- 
ted asa market garden, and manured at 


least once in the year, for many ye:
